ANGRY Weymouth chalet 
owners and residents have 
formed a campaign group 
in their bid to prevent 
beach buildings and 
leisure facilities at Green- 
hill being sold off by the 
council. 

The cash strapped au¬ 
thority plans to offload the 
chalets and leisure facili¬ 
ties on 125-year leases, a 
move it claims offers the 
best hope for the future 
and which avoids the 
council facing a huge 
maintenance bill. 

But the Greenhill com¬ 
munity is up in arms at the 
proposals which are seeing 
council officers seek for¬ 
mal tenders on a 125-year 
lease for Greenhill Gar¬ 
dens chalets, Esplanade 
chalets, the Greenhill Play 
Gardens and chalets, 
Greenhill public toilets,

the putting green and asso¬ 
ciated facilities. 

Nearly 170 people 
packed in to the Methodist 
Church hall in Melcome 
Avenue to form the Com¬ 
munities Of Greenhill 
(COG) group. 

The council has said that 
if officers can’t get a ten¬ 
der then chalet owners will 
be offered a short term li¬ 
cence for summer 2014 
only while remarketing is 
carried out, but COG plans 
action now rather than 
waiting for any tender. 

The church hall meeting 
discussed council propos¬ 
als to privatise sections of 
Greenhill Gardens and 
Greenhill Play Gardens 
and voted overwhelming 
to form COG, a new group 


focused solely on the pro¬ 
posed privatisation which 
will work alongside exist¬ 
ing community groups 
within the area. 

Chalet Users Community 
Group chairman Sue Bray 
said: “I was amazed and de¬ 
lighted with both the turnout 
for the meeting and the 
strength of feeling displayed 
by the local community.

MANY, in and around the Dorchester area, will 
know of, or have met Margaret Morrissey, OBE. 

Editor of the parish magazine, active with the 
church, a former lay schools inspector and chair 
of the Poundbury Residents Association, Mrs 
Morrissey is also often quoted in the national 
press and regional and national broadcasters for 
her views on education and parenting. 

After years as chair and then spokesperson for 
National Confederation of Parent Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation she founded her own organisation. Par¬ 
ents Outloud, when she'retired'several years ago. 

And apart from all this Mrs Morrissey is more 
than active with her seven grandchildren, five of 
which live locally, and can often be seen being fer¬ 
ried around in a car which would otherwise be far 
too big for her and retired hotelier and publican, 
husband Patrick. 


■ DO you have a problem saying'no'? 

I agreed to do this interview, so yes! It is one of my prob¬ 
lems -1 often see something which needs sorting out and 
end up getting involved. 

■ WHEN did you first come to Dorset? 

About 1980 when Patrick took over the Worgret Manor 
Hotel at Wareham. We had met in Weybridge where he 
was a hotel manager, but he had always wanted to branch 
out on his own. We later moved to Poole and then came 
to Dorchester in 1990 at the Junction Hotel. I hated 
Dorset at first, after living in London, but I soon grew to 
love it. 

■ AND what did you do before starting a family? 

I trained as a nurse, did some agency work and also 
worked for Securicor for while. I was at Queen Charlotte 
Hospital working on the unit where they pioneered 
changing a baby’s blood, which was very exciting and 
very cutting edge at the time. Our first child was born at 
Barts which technically makes her a cockney and gives 
her the right to drive sheep over Westminster Bridge, al¬ 
though she hasn’t tried it yet. 

■ HOW did you get involved in educational mat¬ 
ters? 

The head at the nursery heard me complaining about a 
zebra crossing and told me I was just the person she 
needed. Before I knew it I was a school governor and on 
the PTA.. .that was the start of it and I never looked back 
from there. Her name was Mrs Grubb, I won’t forget her, 
my husband says she has a lot to answer for. I used to go 
along to the Inner London Education Authority and speak 
up on a number of issues. 



■ AND how did your involvement continue in 
Dorset? 

At the Worgret Manor some of the local persuaded me to 
stand for the town council in Wareham. Later David 
Jacob’s came to Swanage to broadcast “Any Questions” 
from the Mowlem Theatre. I put in a question about the 
teachers strike affecting my daughter’s education and he 
made a quip that with a mother like me, she ought to do 
just fine. The next day the phone didn’t stop ringing and 
myself and a few others called a meeting at the Purbeck 
School and started the All Dorset Parents Action Group. 
We used to hold breakfast meetings and ran a number of 
campaigns which often led to us going to London to 
lobby MPs and the Minister. Eventually we became the 
Dorset group of the National Confederation of Parent 
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Teachers Association and I became involved nationally 
with the organisation as chair and later as spokesperson. 

■ AND did you get to know many of the key players 
nationally? 

Yes, but it’s a sad indictment that in 30 years or so of 
meeting with secretaries of state for education there was 
only one, John MacGregor, who seemed to genuinely 
care about children, and he only lasted a few months in 
the post. David Blunkett was very nice and used to phone 
me quite often until he became a Minister and then all I 
would get in response were letters addressed to Mrs Mor¬ 
rissey. John Patten even described me as a ‘Neanderthal’. 
Luckily I bit my lip and thought about my response when 
I was asked by the press what I thought about his com¬ 
ments on me. I also got to know all of the national paper 
journalists who write about education and many from the 
TV and radio, some of which still phone me today for my 
comments. 

■ I GUESS you were quite academic at school? 

Far from it, but I used to run church services, was the 
sports captain and was busy with lots of other things. 
Somehow I think everyone, including me, forgot about 
my education. There used to be a time when bits of paper 
weren’t that important but if I had my time again I might 
have made more effort. It certainly true now that you 
won’t even get a job interview for most things without 
the paper to prove you can pass an exam. 

■ HAS the church always played an important part 
in your life? 

Yes, I started going to church as a child. It would be Sun¬ 
day School in the morning and church in the evening. I’m 
not even really sure if I’m a believer, but I do believe in 
insurance. 


■ AND apart from the church and Patrick what else 
is there that fills your time now you are retired? 

The parish magazine takes quite a lot of time, there’s ten 
editions a year and the deadlines come around remark¬ 
ably quickly. I do try and be organised and put items aside 
as I go along, but the biggest thing in my life is the grand¬ 
children, all seven of them varying in age from four to 
sixteen. At the weekend I had all five of them and was 
exhausted when they went home, but I just love it.

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Driver fails to stop after hitting girl

A TEENAGE girl has been injured 
in Weymouth by a car driver who 
failed to stop. 

Police say the incident happened 
at around 1.10pm on January 23rd 
along Buxton Road near to the rail¬ 
way bridge. 

Officers added that a local 17- 
year-old girl was walking towards 


the Foords Comer roundabout on 
the pavement on the southern side 
of the carriageway. 

As she came level with the safety 
railings she took a small step in to 
the road to allow a mobility 
scooter to pass by but, while she 
was stood in this position, she was 
struck by a small silver Peugeot 


hatchback car which did not stop. 
No arrests have been made. 

The teenager sustained minor in¬ 
juries that required treatment at the 
Weymouth Minor Injuries Unit. 


PC Graham Pinney, of Wey¬ 
mouth police, said: “The collision 
damaged the nearside wing mirror 
of the offending vehicle which was 
left hanging off, attached only by 


cables. I urge the driver to come 
forward to and speak to the police 
to help us ascertain exactly what 
happened. 

“I am appealing for witnesses 
and anyone with information to 
come forward. 

“In particular I would like to 
speak to the rider of the mobility 


scooter who may have witnessed 
the incident and can help with the 
investigation. All calls will be 
treated in confidence.”

Soggy start to 2014 

TORRENTIAL downpours have given Weymouth 
its wettest January since records began way back 
in 1886. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said that so 
many downpours had soaked the town recently 
that figures for December and January had com¬ 
bined to batter Weymouth with half a year's rain¬ 
fall in just two months. 

He added that during this time there was a pe¬ 
riod of 39 days when just four were completely 
dry. 

Rainfall for 2014 broke a January record which 
had stood since 1948 when 185.4mm fell, this 
year's new record being 186mm or nearly two and 
a halftimes the usual rainfall for January. 

Despite the very wet month, January sunshine 
was up 11 percent above average at 74.5 hours, 
the sun failing to appear on nine days. 

There was no air frost, thunder, lightning, fog or 
snow during January, but ground frost was 
recorded on seven days while hail was recorded 
on three days. 

The strongest gust of wind was recorded at 
46mph on New Year's Day and all temperatures 
were above the January average. 

The average maximum was up 1.8 degrees 
centigrade at 10.4C, minimum was up 1.7C at 
5.7C, mean was up 1.8C at 8.7C and the average 
sea temperature was up 1.5C at 9.4C.

Self', we are now an organisation 
of almost one and a quarter mil¬ 
lion business and professional 
men and women worldwide 
whose aim is to help those less 
fortunate than ourselves. 

"There are only a handful of 
countries where Rotary does not 
exist - we are even in Russia, 
China and Antarctica! 

"I am also asked how the top 
table sales originated. Simple. In 


the old days we would make do¬ 
nations, large or small depending 
on our funds, to local organisa¬ 
tions, and that was it. 

"We did not always have a lot of 
direct contact with the islanders 
in this way, so we decided to hire 
the Community 2000 Hall each 
month to enable these groups to 
hold their own sales and thus 
raise even more money for their 
organisations. 

"Not only does it help them, but 
it also gives us a chance to meet 
far more of the local residents. 
We are after all a community 
based - organisation. So watch 
out for the notices each month.

“The setting up of the 
Communities Of Green- 
hill is just the first step in 
our defence of Greenhill’s 
open spaces and our much 
loved community facili¬ 
ties. 

“Both Greenhill Gardens 
and Greenhill Play Gar¬ 
dens were gifted to the 
council for the benefit of 
the public and not the ben¬ 
efit of commercial enter¬ 
prise. The council simply 
act as trustee to ‘The Peo¬ 
ple’s Park’ as Greenhill 
was once dubbed and we 
as members of the public 
must hold them to account 
should they decide to ex¬ 
ploit our ‘jewel in the 
crown’.” 

She added that the coun¬ 
cil’s approach to selling 
off chalets and leisure fa¬ 
cilities on a 125-year lease 
showed that “it hasn’t got 
a clue what the commu¬ 
nity of Greenhill wants”. 

She said: “There is a lot 
more to Greenhill than 
just chalets because the 
community comes here to 
enjoy a whole range of 
leisure facilities. 

“We have now formed 
COG which we plan to 
use to spearhead all the in¬ 
terests of Greenhill. 

“We hope to hold our 
first meeting in mid-Feb¬ 
ruary to discuss a way for¬ 
ward for Greenhill and we 


hope to talk about what 
needs doing and what op¬ 
tions for Heritage Lottery 
funding are available to us 
to resolve problems with 
the two-tier chalets, par¬ 
ticularly with mainte¬ 
nance.” 

Among those backing 
the campaign by chalet 
owners and residents is 
Alderman Andy Hutch¬ 
ings who said: “I have 
held a beach chalet licence 
for more than 15 years and 
I chose to stay in this bor¬ 
ough to spend my money 
to enjoy the benefits of the 
Greenhill area. 

“The council decision to 
put the beach chalets out 
to tender on a 125-year 
lease is an act of folly in 
selling off the family sil¬ 
ver. The Greenhill area is 
the jewel in the crown for 
this borough. 

“The council says that it 
will consult the public on 
its plans, but I doubt that 
this will be meaningful 
consultation. The decision 
has already been made. 

“If the lease goes ahead 
rents will be vastly in¬ 
creased and local residents 
will be priced out meaning 
generations of local resi¬ 
dents will no longer be 
able to enjoy the chalets 
that have given them so 
much enjoyment for so 
many years.”

Council proposes tax rise 


AT a cabinet meeting this week it was recommended 
that Dorset County Council consider an increase of 
1.99 per cent for the council’s part of next year’s coun¬ 
cil tax. 

The increase, the first in four years, will be discussed 
and decided upon at the full council meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 13th. 

This is a rise of 44p per week for a band D property, 
a total of £22.88 a year. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate resources, introduced the report: “Although we 
are still waiting for the Government’s confirmation of 
the referendum limits, this increase should be below 
that value. 

“I am confident that the basis for the budget is sound 


and that it will support the council for the substantial 
challenges that we face in the future. 

“This is a modest increase to help us change the way 
we serve our residents.” 

The cabinet also recommended that the budget strat¬ 
egy is considered by the full council in February. This 
plan lays out the savings that need to be made in the 
next three financial years (£43.3million). 

Councillor Spencer Flower, leader of the county 
council, said: “There are a lot of unknowns in the next 
few years. But we do know that we need to change the 
way we provide services to the residents of Dorset. By 
transforming rather than cutting services and with 
good financial management we will meet the chal¬ 
lenges head on.”

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Marine charity backs dolphin campaign 


THE company behind the Weymouth 
Sea Life Park has launched a new inter¬ 
national marine conservation charity. 

The Sea Life Marine Conservation 
Trust announced its arrival in the green 
arena by roundly condemning the latest 
massacre of dolphins in Taiji, Japan. 

Head of Conservation Sarah Taylor 
appealed to zoos and aquaria who are 
fuelling the dolphin hunt with demand 
for captive animals to withdraw any as¬ 
sociation with the dolphin drive fishery. 

She said: “Dolphins are herded into a 
cove and after some have been removed 
to go to captive facilities, the rest are 
cruelly butchered. 

“Yearly quotas for these hunts run into 
thousands. They are a brutal reminder 
that we have a very long way to go in 
securing a safe and humane future for 
all whales and dolphins. 

“We are proud to be working along¬ 
side global organisations such as the 
Whale and Dolphin Conservation 
group, to end the Taiji horror. 

“This campaign very much reflects 
the new trust’s objectives and is a good 
place for us to start. 


The trust has also set a 2014 fundrais¬ 
ing target of more than £250,000 with 
support already ear-marked for an anti¬ 
whaling campaign, sponsorship of a 
Marine Protected Area, turtle rescue 
and efforts to stem shark-finning and 
the use of seahorses in traditional Chi¬ 
nese medicines. 

As well as a host of fundraising me¬ 
chanics deployed by Sea Life centres, 
the proceeds from a day’s trading across 
the whole global Sea Life estate will be 
donated by parent company Merlin. 

Curator Liona Smith said: “Staff here 
at Weymouth Sea Life and across the 
estate are dedicated to doing what they 
can to help the marine world and the 
launch of the trust is the perfect reward 
for that dedication.” 

The Weymouth attraction hosted its 
own successful conservation evening in 
support of several charities last summer 
and will be hosting special shark and 
turtle conservation events this year. 

They also assisted in a local beach 
clean after severe storms where marine 
life including dolphins had been 
washed up covered in fishing nets.

THERE have been occasions when I have talked 
to people about a particular situation and they 
have assumed a meaning I did not intend or ex¬ 
press.

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Don't face blindness alone

ALMOST 5,000 Dorset residents registered as blind 
or partially sighted are aged 75 or older - many of 
them facing problems of isolation, according to the 
Dorset Blind Association. 

The association says that as people grow older social 
networks break down as friends and relatives pass 
away and many who came to the county to retire often 
find themselves coping alone. 

A report by the NatCen social research body claims 
the older blind and visually impaired have difficulties 
trying to access health services, feel a lower sense of 
wellbeing, are more prone to lack self-confidence and 
feel their overall health is adversely affected. This 
group of people are also more prone to depression. 

“So many live alone and often have other challenges 
such as age related hearing loss and/or other physical 
health problems or mobility restrictions commonly as¬ 
sociated with older age,” Dorset Blind Association 
Chief Executive officer Jonathan Holyhead explains. 

“That is why the work carried out by the Dorset 
Blind Association and its volunteers is so vital.” 

“For those who have no local family support the 
Dorset Blind Association becomes the replacement 
and we quickly become the re-assurance or safety net 
which they need in their lives. 

“As one elderly lady recently said, ‘I would not like 
to try and cope without the Dorset Blind Association 
and the people who work there. I like knowing that I 
can phone for help when I need it and someone will 
always come and help me’. 

“We want to continue providing that help for as long 
as we can and for as many people as we can.”

now protect reef and 
seagrass habitats in Eu¬ 
ropean Marine Sites 
(EMS) from potentially 
damaging mobile fish¬ 
ing gear, such as 
dredges and trawls, and 
bait gathering practices. 

In Dorset, these 
EMS’s lie within the 
areas of: Lyme Bay; 
Studland to Portland; 
Chesil and The Fleet 
and Poole Harbour. En¬ 
forcement of these 
byelaws means that up 
to 25 per cent of the 
total Southern IFCA dis¬ 
trict area will be perma¬ 
nently closed to high 
impact, damaging mo¬ 
bile fishing methods. 

The new byelaws in¬ 
clude the prohibition of 
bottom towed fishing 


gear and gathering in 
seagrass beds. 

DWT Marine Conser¬ 
vation Officer, Emma 
Ranee said: “These 
byelaws represent a 
great step forward in 
conservation. 

“Rocky reef habitats 
support slow growing 
sponges and corals. Eel- 
grass meadows provide 
a nursery for juvenile 
commercial fish species 
and sea horses. Both 
habitats are vulnerable 
to irreversible damage 
when dredged or 
trawled. 

“The byelaws will pre¬ 
vent any further habitat 
loss and in doing so, 
maintain the health, pro¬ 
ductivity and economic 
value of the marine en¬ 


vironment for fishermen 
and conservationists 
alike.” 

Many of the fishing 
methods used to catch 
the 40 different com¬ 
mercial species in 
Dorset are static in na¬ 
ture and have a low im¬ 
pact on seabed habitats. 
These methods include 
rod and line, pots, traps 
and gill nets. The low 
impact traditional fish¬ 
ery is recommended 
through Dorset Wildlife 
Trust’s Great Dorset 
Seafood campaign, 
which supports the sale 
of seafood caught using 
environmentally sensi¬ 
tive methods.

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The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the emperor 
of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree because 
he thought that married men made bad soldiers since 
they were reluctant to be torn away from their families in 
the case of war. Claudius had also outlawed 
Christianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme 
god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period 
of oppression. Valentine thought that the 
decrees of Rome were wrong. He believed 
that people should be free to love God and 
to marry. Valentine invited the young cou¬ 
ples of the area to come to him. When they 
came, Valentine secretly performed services 
of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was 
brought before the emperor. The emperor 
saw that Valentine had conviction and drive 
that was unsurpassed among his men. 


Claudius tried and tried to persuade Valentine to leave 
Christianity, serve the Roman empire and the Roman 
gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him and make 
him one of his allies. St.Valentine held to his faith and did 
not renounce Christ. Because of this, the 
emperor sentenced him to a three-part 
execution. First, Valentine would be 
beaten, then stoned, and then finally, de¬ 
capitated. Valentine died on February 
14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence 
to be carried out, Valentine fell in love with 
the jailer's daughter, the blind Asterius. 
During the course of Valentine's prison 
stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius re¬ 
gained her sight. Valentine sent her a final 
farewell note. He signed his last note, 
"From Your Valentine." Even today, this 
message remains as the motto for our 
Valentine's Day celebrations.

LOCAL bikers are 
being invited to three 
presentations about 
techniques which could 
save their lives. 

Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil has sponsored the 
sessions which have 
been organised by the 
Dorchester and West 
Dorset Advanced Mo¬ 
torcyclists (DWDAM). 

They will take place 
towards the end of April 
and early May and will 
be led by former motor¬ 
cycle cop Doug Miners. 

“We are purely a vol¬ 
untary group, none of 
our officers or ob¬ 
servers is paid but all 
want to improve the 
safety and enjoyment of 
riders in Dorset. Inter¬ 
estingly enough those 
that complete the whole 
programme find they 
get a lot more out of 
their biking, as well as 
being safer,” said Linda 
Ashmore from the 
group. 

According to Depart¬ 
ment of Transport fig¬ 
ures motorcycle riders 
are 50 times more 
likely to be killed or se¬ 
riously injured than car 
drivers and 13 times 
more likely to involved 
in a crash which results 


in injury. 

In around two out of 
three collisions, human 
error is the cause al¬ 
though bikers are at fault 
in just over a third of all 
motorcycle crashes. 

One in three drivers in¬ 
volved in a daylight col¬ 
lision with a motorcyclist 
claim not have seen the 
rider before the crash, at 
night, this rises to over 
half of all drivers. 

Although more vulner¬ 
able on the roads, motor¬ 
cycle riders have the 
advantage of height and 


also the flexibility to po¬ 
sition themselves on the 
road. 

Understanding how to 
make the most of these 
advantages is a start to 
enable riders to increase 
their awareness and abil¬ 
ity to react to all the risks 
inherent in particular road 
and traffic situations. 

The presentations, by 
Doug Miners, now the 
Driver and Rider Train¬ 
ing Manager for the Am¬ 
bulance service, will be 
on Wednesdays at 
7.30pm on April 23rd 


and 30th and May 7th at 
the George Albert Hotel, 
Evershot, north of 
Dorchester on the A37. 
They are free to all bik¬ 
ers. 

Riders can follow up

Parents warned to keep children in school 


AS February half-term approaches parents and carers 
are being warned of the consequences of taking chil¬ 
dren out of school for unauthorised holidays. 

A change in the law now makes it more likely that 
offending parents will be fined a “fixed penalty” of 
£60, or if they fail to pay that, brought before the 
courts where fines can reach £1,000. 

The changes in the law take away the general right 
of head teachers to grant leave outside the normal 
school holidays. 

Dorset County Council Cabinet spokesperson for ed¬ 


ucation, Councillor Toni Coombs, says that parents 
often argue that a few days will make little difference 
to a child’s education. 

A child who has ten days holiday each year of their 
school life will miss 24 weeks - that’s nearly a whole 
school year,” she said. 

“I understand that family holidays are general 
cheaper during term time, but a child gets only one 
chance at education, so I would encourage parents to 
do their best not to take children out of school unless 
they really have to.”

Papa Le Gal at the Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis. Saturday, January 25th. Review by Ross Packman 


ON A frigid January evening, the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis was host 
to a dose of undiluted sunshine courtesy of Papa Le Gal, the town's biggest 
musical exports, returning home after a long absence. 

Following an extended hiatus in 2013 and a relocation to the buzzing 
musical hub of Bristol, this event served as both Papa Le Gal's first home¬ 
town show of the year, and a statement of intent for 2014. Before the main 
event, and easing the crowd into the evening, Ella Squirrell offered up a 
selection of sultry acoustic numbers, her diminutive stature belying an im¬ 
pressive vocal maturity. 

Papa Le Gal have built up a reputation for their showmanship as well as 
their sunshine-filled songs, and this evening was no exception. For one 
night only, the MarineTheatre was transformed 
into a South American jungle, the perfect set¬ 
ting for their idiosyncratic blend of samba, 
white funk and Afro and Latin rhythms. 

The event saw the band break away from a 
much-loved catalogue of covers, relying instead 


on a full set of original material. New tracks 'Sunrise' and 'Unconditional 
Love'displayed a more measured approach to song writing, while old 
favourites 'Voodoo' and 'Sidewinder' irresistibly drew the crowd to the 
dance floor. Another new song,'Madame Abeline', built to a storming Sax¬ 
ophone-led crescendo, aptly displaying the band's effortless multi-instru¬ 
mentalism, before Papa finished the night with 'Bombay Satire' and a 
thunderous accompaniment courtesy of the B Sharp youth music group. 

With the night's festivities caught on camera by a Chestnut Productions 
film crew, and a sold-out show just days into January, 2014 looks set to be 
a big year for Papa Le Gal, a band well deserving of BBC 6 Music's assertion 
that they are'one of the hottest bands around'.

IF YOU have ever had a surgical procedure or been 
caught up in the tension of an operation in a TV 
drama then an extraordinary and inspiring new 
work from Sadhana Dance will give you a new un¬ 
derstanding of the skill of surgical teams.

question amongst geologists: What is a Bird? 

The evolution of wings in dinosaurs, and the eventual 
emergence of birds, was undoubtedly a momentous 
step in the progression of vertebrate life on our planet.
